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PUBLIC HEALTH (MEDICAL TREATMENT OF CHILDREN) (IRELAND) BILL. 


Resolution of the House of the 28th of March read as follows : — 

“ Resolved, That it is expedient to authorise the payment to local authorities, out of 
moneys to be' provided by Parliament, of an amount not exceeding one-half of the 
expenses incurred by local authorities in the execution of any Act of the present 
Session to make provision for the medical treatment of children attending elementary 
schools in Ireland.” 

Clause 1. 

Amendment proposed, in page 1 , line 5, to leave out the words “ A local authority may,” in 
order to insert the words “ It shall be the duty of a local authority ” — (Mr. Attorney-General 
for Ireland). — Question, “ Tliat the words proposed to be left out stand part of the Clause,” — 
put, and negatived. 

Question, “ That those words be there inserted, — put, and agreed to. 

Another Amendment proposed, in page 1, line (5, after the word “ conditions,” to insert the 
word “ to (Mr. Attorney-Gen erral for Ireland). — Question, “That the word ‘ i;o ’ be there 
inserted,” — put, and agreed to. 

Another Amendment proposed, in page 1, line 7, to leave out the word “ the,” in order to 
insert the words “an adequate” — ( Major Neuman). — Question proposed, “That the word 
£ the 5 stand part of the Clause.” 

Amendment, by leave, withdrawn. 

Another Amendment proposed, in page 1, line 7, after the word “ medical,” to insert the 
words “ and dental ” — (Mr. Kelly). — Question proposed, “ That those words be there 
inserted.”

“so far as appears to them to be necessary or expedient ”— (Mr. Attorney ^General for Ireland).

Another Amendment proposed, in page 1, line 17, to leave out from the word “and” to 
end of paragraph, in order to insert the words 

“ (cl) co-opt to their body one or more persons for the purposes of carrying out 
and supervising the purposes aforesaid within such area 5 ( Major Newman). 

Question proposed, “ That those words be there inserted.”

“ The said regulations shall be made within one month from the passing of this 
Act, and, if not then made, the Treasury shall within two months make the said 
regulations. The said regulations may from time to time be altered by the Local 
Government Board, with the approvals aforesaid, or by the Treasury in case said 
approvals are not obtained within one month from the submission by the Local 
Government Board of the altered regulations to the Treasury and to the Commis- 
sioners of National Education in Ireland ” — (Mr. Lynn).

Amendment proposed, in page 2, line 12, after the word “ borough,” to insert the words 
“ and the council of each urban and rural district” — (Mr. Lynn ). — Question proposed, “ That 
those words be there inserted.” 

Amendment, by leave, withdrawn. 


Another Amendment proposed, in page 2, line 18, after the word “ Act,” to insert the 
words : — 

“ Provided that, on the joint application of the council of any county and the 
council of any urban district therein having a population of not less than six 
thousand, the Local Government Board may by order direct that the council of the 
urban district shall be the local authority for that district, and thereupon the council 
of the urban district shall be the local authority for that district instead of the 
county council so long as the order continues in force ” — (Mr. Attorney -General for 
Ireland). 

Question, “ That those words be there inserted,” — put, and agreed, to. 


Another Amendment proposed, in page 2, to insert, after the last inserted Amendment, 
the words : — 


“ (5) If the Local Government Board are satisfied after such inquiry as they deem 
necessary that the local authority has failed to perform all or any of the duties 
imposed on them by this Act, the Board may by order appoint some person to 
discharge the duties of the local authority or such of those duties as may be specified 
in the order. 

(6) Without prejudice to any other powers for enforcing the provisions of this 
Act from and after the making of any such order and so long as it remains in force 
the powers and duties of the local authority in relation to the said duties or such of 
them as have not been performed by the local authority shall be exercised and 
performed by the person thereby appointed instead of by the local authority, and 
the remuneration and expenses of such person as fixed by the Board shall be a debt 
due by the Council to the Board, and shall be paid out of such rate or fund as the 
Board may determine ” — ( Majo / r O'Neill).
